Federal command remembered 
the Cherokee Indians and how 
they shot them out of trees like 
big squirrels. The Cherekees had 
never seen a cannon, much less 
see one fired. They were armed 
with rifles and scalping knives, 


and Gen. Albert Pike, who had 
fetched them there, had great 
hopes of them. 
The Red Man 

jut it was a bad day, for 


the noble red man and for Johnny 
Reb as well. Not long after the 
war began in 1861, General! Curtis 
was maneuvering troops in Mis- 
sourl and making gestures which 
indicated invasion of Arkansas. 


Early in 1862 he made his 
move. He marched from Spring- 
field across the Arkansas line to 
Pea Ridge, and there entrenched. 


West Pointer, Gen. Earl Van 
Dorn, who was in charge of the 
Southern forces, was an intelli- 
gent, able man. He knew what 
defeat would mean—loss of the 
Western Confederacy and control 
of the Mississippi. He was de- 
termined to smash Curtis and sent 
out word for help. 


Sterling Price’s Missourians and 
Ben McCulloch's Texans marched 
to aid him. They burned rail 
fences along the roads at night, 
to light the way. It was.cold and 
snowy in the Ozarks. General 
Pike hurried from Oklahoma with 
his hastily recruited brigade of 
Indians. Once Gen. Van Dorn had 
his army, about 10,000 men, he 
advanced. He met, and drove 
back, a small artillery force near 
Bentonville, which retreated back 
to Curtis’ line. 


Curtis revealed a knowledge of 
fighting suited to heavily wooded 
areas and steep hill slopes. He 
felled trees in great profusion 
across the roads. And, more im- 
portant, he camouflaged his 
cannon, 


On March 8 battle was joined. 
A gallant charge was launched by 
the Confederates, who were 
largely untrained and _ without 
combat experience. Suddenly inno- 
cent-looking clumps of bushes 
ahead of them flamed and roared. 
Heavy loads of grape and canis- 
ter struck the gray ranks. In the 
first minutes three of their gen- 
erals were killed. There were no 
orders. Curtis’ gunners worked 

adly at their guns, and the) 
results were soon before them 
in the bodies of the dead and 
wounded, and the Confederates in 
retreat.

The Cherokees got their wind 
up at the first blast of artillery. 
Many literally took to the trees. 
Curtis’ riflemen gleefully shot 
them out of the trees, themselves 
whooping like Indians. 


Van Dorn took his men south, 
retreating slowly into Mississippi. 
Curtis moved on southward to 
the Mississippi, occupying Helena 
on the river itself. It was his 
fate to perform well, but lose 
battles. Finally, this ill-starred 
man died at his desk, killed bythe 
husband of a lady who believed 
Gen. Van Dorn had alienated his 
wife’s affections. 


There was one Confederate who 
had a unique, if painful, experi- 
ence at Pea Ridge. This was 
Sgt. Henderson Virden, of the 
Second Arkansas. In 1861 he 
went off to war, from his farm 
at Pea Ridge. His regiment was 
marched back there by Van Dorn. 
some of the hottest fighting was 
on Sgt. Virden’s own -acres. He 
was’ badly wounded, falling in 
his own pea-patch, and was 
carried into his own house. He 
remained there to recover, and 
rejoined his regiment, living out 
the war and returning to Pea 
Ridge.

Render Injustice 


A study has been ordered by the State 
Board of Education of 37 small high 
schools. A legislative study commission 
confirmed what educators have been say- 
ing for a number of years—that schools 
can provide good education only if they 
are large enough to support adequate 
specialized staffs for testing, guiding, 
teaching and counseling. 


Until the study is made there is no 
detailed knowledge of the 37 schools to 
be studied. However, it is extremely un- 
likely that they offer enough courses to 
enable graduates to enter Georgia Tech 
or the University of Georgia or, if ad- 
mitted, to be able to do the work. 


The small school, with a relative hand- 
ful of students, rarely can offer advanced 
high school mathematics. It almost never 
has a physics or chemistry laboratory. It 
seldom provides Latin or a foreign lan- 
guage. These and other lacks make a 
mockery of secondary education. Nor is 
it the fault of teachers, who give all they 
have. 

The demands of education find the 
small, understaffed, inadequately 
equipped school in about the same situa- 
tion as the mule competing with the 
tractor and other machinery. 

We can well understand the wish of 
local communities to keep “our school.” 
But these schools, in the final analysis, do 
a grave injustice to the children who at- 
tend them. These pupils are discrimi- 
nated against in a manner which will 
handicap them the rest of their lives. 

The state board does well to order a 
study. And the wisdom of closing such 
<chools as cannot do the job of provid- 
ing education is unquestioned, however 
contrary to sentiment this may be. The 
children, not local pride, must come first.

Grady Psychiatric Unit 
Gets Welcome Boost 


A request for aid from the federal 
covernment to equip a psychiatric unit 
at Grady Hospital, at a cost of about $30,- 
000. has been granted. A sum of $13,200 
will be forthcoming under the Hill-Bur- 
ton Act. 

The balance has been allocated as 
follows: The Grady Service Guild, $5,- 
000: the Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Author- 
ity, $5,000; the State Health department, 
$6,800. 

This means the unit may now be cre- 
ated. A target date of March 1 has been 
set to begin operations. It will consist of 
an 18-bed ward. This is a beginning and 
it will grow with the years and the need. 
It will be but another of several fac- 
tors contributing to Atlanta as a great 
medical center. 

The Grady unit will be another of the 
Georgia clinics where examination and 
treatment may prevent mental illness by 
early diagnosis and therapy. In the past, 
because of a lack of such centers, most 
patients have been left to deteriorate un- 
til the Milledgeville State Hospital was 
the last extremity. 


We need many more clinics. But 
Grady, in the most populous center in 
the state, is a necessary key link in the 
chain.

Both Sides Can Play 


‘Atomic Club’ Game 


It is with considerable uneasiness we 
note President Eisenhower’s statement 
that he would favor change in the atomic 
energy law so that we could cease treat- 
ing trusted Allies as “junior members” 
by granting them possession of atomic 
weapons. Furthermore, the President says, 
it would be in our interest to make our 
Allies stronger and more secure by giv- 
ing atomic weapons to nations which 
would stand by this country in the event 
of war. 


This apparently was a sudden thought 
by the President. He made it without con- 
sulting either the State department or the 
Joint Congressional Committee on Atomic 
Energy. 

What we have hoped for is that there 
would be no extension of membership in 
what has come to be called rather cyni- 
cally the atomic club. We had hoped that 
membership would remain restricted and 
that complete control measures would be 
attained. 

It is inevitable that if the United States 
should give to its Allies atomic weapons 
the Russians would have no other course 
to follow, save to equip China, and any 
other ally they might pick up in Asia with 
the same weapons. The President’s pro- 
posal cannot help but aceelerate exten- 
sion of atomic arms competition. 

While we have confidence in our Al- 
lies, neither the President nor anyone 
else knows exactly who would stand by 
us in time of war. Let us assume, for ex-

ample, that a few weeks ago France had 
been supplied with atomic weapons. 


Let us make a second assumption that 
the rebellion in Algiers had succeeded. 
The De Gaulle government would have 
been overthrown and there would have 
been grave doubt that the successor gov- 
ernment would have been a firm ally. 
Indeed, President de Gaulle has said 
very plainly that even he, as an ally, 
might not go to war on our side unless he 
felt France’s interests were directly con- 
cerned. 


The President’s remark does not ap- 
pear well thought out. We trust Congress 
will stand pat.

Stevenson’s Study Trip 
Should Prove Helpful 


Adlai Stevenson departed yesterday 
for South America. He will return home 
April 5 after visits to Mexico, Guate- 
mala, Colombia, Costa Rica, Peru, Chile, 
Argentina, Uruguay, Brazil and Vene- 
zuela. x 


He has the capacity to see, absorb and 
to comprehend the meaning of what he 
sees and learns. 


Stevenson listed, as problems he wish- 
es to learn more about, the population 
rise, inflation, shortage of capital, eco- 
nomic and political instability and dicta- 
torship and corruption. Most of these are 
our problems, too. In fact, they are the 
problems of the world. 


Asked if he would accept the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination if it were 
offered him, he said, “I’ll cross that bridge 
when I come to it and I don’t expect to 
come to it.” 


He almost certainly is right in this 
evaluation of his prospects. There is a 
determined organization, built around the 
Truman faction, which has as one of its 
major purposes the prevention of a Ste- 
venson nomination. 


The party professionals did not like 
him because they could not work with 
him and his. principles. That they will 
live to regret this is almost certain. With 
Stevenson they might, had they worked 
for him, have held the many-faceted 
Democratic Party together. Without him 
they cannot. 

That the nation did not have the bene- 
fit of Stevenson’s experience and ability 
is regretted by millions. 

Stevenson will come back a better 
citizen of the hemisphere. We are glad 
that he will remain one of our states- 
men, speaking out on public affairs. We 
can use him—and any others—of equal 
knowledge, experience and intelligence 
which can be communicated to the peo- 
ple confronted with great decisions.

Scouters Merit Support 
In Ambitious Program 


The Atlanta Area Council, Boy Scouts 
of America, this week observes the 50th 
anniversary of the national scouting 
movement and the 43rd year of scouting 
in the area not just by citing past laurels 
but by announcing a bold new plan for 
the future. 

Scout leaders point out that while 
scouting has reached 33 million men and 
boys in the last half century in America, 
it has failed to reach 90 million. 

In 1950 the Atlanta Area Council num- 
bered 7,000 boys on its troop and den 
pack rosters. In 1960 the number is 21,000, 
including the Explorer posts for older 
boys, a feature added to further combat 
delinquency. 

But for Mery boy touched by scout- 
ing there are four in the 12-county area 
whom the program does not wet reach. 

Scouters have made a realistic apprai- 
sal of the needs of the next decade. They 
anticipate 43,000 members by 1968. 

To accommodate that many boys, the 
Atlanta Area Council plans a 1,500-acre 
camp near Covington capable of handling 
10,000 each summer. The camp completely 
equipped will cost $1,247,000. 

Those charged with administering the 
council pledge themselves on their honor 
to do their best to make that camp come 
true. 

They seek and deserve the support of 
everyone in thé area who is dedicated to 
the cause of youth.

There are important issues 
other than the one of racial inte- 
gration of our schools 
would do,well to turn our attén- 
tion to the cooperative solution 
with other sections of the coun- 
try of these issues.

problems. 

We of the South have allowed 
our sense of frustration to get us 
into some embarrassing and im- 
possible positions. Nobody in the 
world believes more firmly in the 
protection of basic civil rights 
than the peoples of the South but 
we have permitted ourselves to 
be jockeyed into the position of 
opposing such a basic civil right 
as the right to vote. This does 
our people a great injustice.

Everything about us shouts of 
a design in nature and in life. 
Design means God and belief in 
God tells us that our lives and 
our world were fashioned accord- 
ing to a divine purpose, This is 


a lesson which many sophisti- 


cated 20th century persons do not 
easily master. We have come to 
think that there is no fundamental 
rhyme or reason in life. The 
turbulence and chaos of our times 
have made us wonder if there is 
order or unity anywhere. 


Yet nature is a witness to a 
design and purpose. Evem when 
our emotions blow hot and cold 
and when we think that nothing 
is steady or dependable, the sea- 


sons come and’ pass ‘away with 
regularity, night follo and 
the farthest star may be Araced 


with mathematical accuracy. 

If we shall listen to the voices 
of God's world and look carefully 
upon all of the miracles of living 
things, our doubts will vanish and 
our faith be strengthened. 

We know that a human heart 
pumps a quart of blood every 10 
seconds. Beyond that knowledge 
we can move only by faltering 
steps for no one can tell us what 
makes the heart beat. That is a 
mystery beyond human _ knowl- 
edge. Yet it testifies to the wis-
